ANOTHER EUROPEAN CRISIS. 


Europe’s recurring crises no longer ex­ 
cite us, because they have been so numer­ 
ous, yet we have to take note of them and 
some time or other we may have to take 
action. 
A new one is now looming up. The 
German chancellor has rejected in the most 
forthright and emphatic way the program 
of the allied reparations commission, which 
requires Germany to levy additional taxes 
and submit to allied control of her finances. 
All the German factions except the com­ 
munists back the 
chancellor 
in his stand 
and there seems to be no bluff on the part 
of any of them. 
Germany has balked. 
This means either that the allies must 
change their demands or else 
that 
force 
must be employed to break 
the 
German 
will. 
This, in turn, revives the conflict be­ 
tween the French philosophy of coercion 
of Germany and the British policy of mod­ 
eration. 
The French will oppose a soften­ 
ing of the demands, the British will oppose 
the line of force. 
The official 
American 
view 
of what 
ought to be done is unquestionably much 
nearer to the 
British 
view 
than 
to the 
French 
This 
country, 
moreo\ _r, ’ as a 
good deal at stake and for very practical 
reasons does not want to see European re­ 
habilitation further delayed by a new in­ 
vasion of Germany. 
Perhaps it was in an­ 
ticipation of the situation 
which 
has now 
arisen that the 
administration 
let it be 
known the other day that it favored Amer­ 
ican representation in the reparations com­ 
mission. 
If we had a Representative there 
we could make our views known and exert 
a powerful influence for 
their 
adoption. 
But it is a question whether the senate wiir 
permit the appointment of an American 
commissioner in time to help.

Mo., April I.—Pres!- 
dent B. F. Bush of the Missouri Paci­ 
fic Railroad Company has announced 
that his company will become the 
partner of forty-one young men in 
the purchase of agricultural training 
to be received at the University of 
Missouri college of agriculture. 
By this plan a scholarship of $100 
In the short course in agriculture 
will be 
awarded 
In 
each 
county 
through which the Missouri Pacific 
passes. 
The sum will be paid to 
each man In $25 installments at the 
end of each of the four months of the 
short course—November, December, 
January and February. 
In appropriating $4,100 for agricul­ 
tural education, President Bush be­ 
lieves his company will be making 
material contribution to the develop­ 
ment of the territory in which the 
Missouri Pacific operates. 
He says 
in part: 
"I think the investment of 
$4,100 along the lines set forth will 
be a very good one for both the road 
and for the young man who will 
have the good fortune to be awarded 
scholarships in the 
short course 
training.” 
According to this plan the scholar­ 
ships are to be awarded by a com­ 
mittee 
composed 
of the executive 
committee of the farm bureau, the 
county agent and the county superin­ 
tendent of sohools in counties w’here 
there is a farm bureau and a county 
agent. 
In other counties the county 
superintendent*of schools will select 
the man for the scholarship in that 
county. 
The 
man 
selected 
will be one, 
whom they believe to be most emi­ 
nently 
qualified 
for 
agricultural 
work, and one tfho will, in their 
opinion, do the most good in their 
county after returning home from 
this course. 
The dates of the next short course 
in agriculture at the Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture are October 30 
to December 20, and January I to 
February 23.

~ A preliminary summary of the results 
thus far achieved in the effort to establish 
(he Woodrow Wilson 
Foundation 
shows 
that this movement has 
probably made 
more rapid progress than any other move­ 
ment of its sort in the history of the coun­ 
t y . 
“In the two months that the movement 
has been actively under way ” writes Mr. 
franklin D. Roosevelt, the national chair­ 
man, “approximately 
$650,000 
has been 
raised toward the fund of $1,000,000 or 
more with which 
the 
Woodrow Wilson 
awards are to be endowed. 
The amount 
contributed is not, however, so significant 
as the personnel of the contributors. 
This 
sum represents the contributions of a great 
Humber of people. 
While it is impossible 
as yet to estimate accurately the full num­ 
ber of the subscribers we know definitely 
that more than 100,000 have already taken 
fhis means for expressing their faith in the 
principles that Mr. Wilson upheld.” 
Mr. Roosevelt adds that the movement 
bas risen above 
party lines. 
“ Many dis­ 
tinguished republicans,” he says, 
“have 
joined in this tribute to Mr, Wilson’s serv­ 
ices to his country. 
There has been a na­ 
tional response, contributors having come 
from every state, from United States pos- 
sessions, from Americans abroad, and from 
citizens of foreign countries.” 
J There are two remarkable things about 
fhis movement. 
The first is that it should 
have met with such a wide and instant re- 
NI 
fponse in a time bf extraordinary depres­ 
sion. 
The 
second is that 
this 
response 
should have bfcen entirely voluntary. 
The 
(rind of coercion to which the public has be­ 
come accustomed in these matters has been 
entirely lacking. 
Indeed, 
the 
publicity 
given the movement has been largely per­ 
functory. 
In Missouri, so 
far as we 
have seen, absolutely no organized effort 
bas been made to secure contributions, yet 
I good many thousands of people have sent 
their subscriptions unsolicited. 
* The purpose of the Woodrow Wilson 
Foundation is that 
of 
“recognizing and 
stimulating meritorious service to democ- 
Cacy, public welfare, liberal thoughts or 
peace through justice.” 
Chairman Roose­ 
velt writes that the promoters of the fund 
ire naturally anxious to bring about its 
completion as speedily as possible so that 
the Foundation can begin to function. 
At 
the same time the promoters “ want every­ 
one in the United States, who believes in its 
purpose, to have a share in the establish­ 
ment of the Foundation.” The Foundation 
mill derive its prestige not so much from 
the size of the awards, but frpm the num­ 
ber of those who 
by their contributions 
Itave shown their sympathy with the high 
ideals to which the Foundation is dedicat­ 
ed- 


land or sea. 
A third reservation, it is said, 
will declare either that France reserves the 
right to decide what is a merchant ship or 
else that she does not regard any ship car­ 
rying guns a merchantman.

But others can play 
the same game and the French are going to 
play it. 
If the American senate can emas­ 
culate the Four-Power treaty by attaching 
nullifying 
clauses, 
the French Chamber 
cab emasculate the naval treaty by attach­ 
ing to it clauses nullifying those features of 
it winch France does not like. 
Because the American senate saw fit to 
attach to the Four-Power treaty the Bran- 
degee reservation nobody 
knows 
today 
whether the Four-Power treaty has any 
force or value. If the French Chamber at­ 
taches to the naval treaty the reservations 
which it is said 
to propose, 
nobody will 
knowr whether the naval treaty has any 
force or value. 
Mr. Wilson was fiercely 
criticised because, while not objecting to 
interpretative 
reservations, 
he 
opposed 
nullifying ones. Perhaps the sound reasons 
back of Mr. Wilson’s stand are now evident 
to some who denounced him so bitterly for 
his “stubbornness.’* He saw that the reser­ 
vations foolishness, if allowed to run on, 
would make 
effective 
international en­ 
gagements impossible and paralyze all at­ 
tempts at international cooperation. That 
is just about what has happened now’.
